"They are just trying to take

In 1934 the team of Jimmy 


Maier, Eddie Hymes, Louis 
Watson and Sam Fry found 
that the semi-finals of the 
Vanderbilt conflicted w i t h 
the Columbia-Syracuse foot- 
ball game. They were all 
members of the class of 1928 
at Columbia and found that 
the conditions of the Vander- 
bilt would allow them to take 
a 900-point penalty in a 72- 
board total point match and 
see the football game. They 
elected to do this on the 
theory that the annoyance 
would give them back their 
penalty. We don't know if it 
did but this grand slam bid 
by Hymes and Fry and 
played by Fry did help them 
win. 


In those early days there 


was a theory that you should 
not bid a grand slam in a 
suit.

counted 12 easy tricks. It 
looked as if he would have to 
rely on a diamond finesse for 
the 13th but Sam found a 
way to use his jack of spades 
as a killing thrust card. 
He cashed the ace of clubs 
at trick two and noted that 
West showed out. Then he 
ran three hearts in order to 
jettison a diamond.

came the play of the dia- 
mond ace f o l l o w e d by a 
parade of clubs. Sam's last 
two cards were a diamond 
and the jack of spades while 
West was down to the 
queen of spades, and 10 of 
diamonds. 


Sam led a diamond and 


when West followed Sam 
knew that East held the 
missing diamond queen. He 
rose with dummy's king and 
plucked the elusive lady to 
make his slam.

May Be Lost 
in Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 


to modernize Congress and shed 
some light on its procedures has 
won overwhelming House ap- 
proval but could still be lost in 
the Senate's adjournment rush. 


Senate Majority Leader Mike 


Mansfield, who has set Oct. IS 
as the hoped-for adjournment 
date, says he'll do his best to 
get it through, but is making no 
promises. 


The Senate passed a congres- 


sional reform bill in 1967 only to 
have it die in the House. 


Despite a lack of enthusiasm 


for the present bill by House 
leaders and committee chair- 
man, it sailed through the 
House 326 to 19 Thursday after 
intermittent consideration for 
the last two months. 


The bill was a modest propos- 


al as it came to the floor but 
was transformed into a signifi- 
cant reform measure by amend- 
ments. 


Key changes would end secret 


voting by members in commit- 
tee and House sessions, make it 
easier to get a vote on contro- 
versial measures and strength- 
en the position of the minority. 


In a bow to the electronic age, 


the House voted to permit tele- 
vision coverage of its committee 
sessions, cleared the way for 
use of computers for a wide va- 
riety of services and called for a 
study to see if voting procedures 
could be quickened by use of an 
electronic system. 


The bill also reflects House

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) -. 


Jordan's military governor or- 
dered his troops today to stop 
firing temporarily on Palestini- 
an guerrillas to give them « 
chance to surrender. 


Field Marshal Habis Majali 


issued the order over the official 
Radio Amman but there was no 
word hours later whether the 
one-sided cease-fire had any ef- 
fect. 


Communications lines were 


down in Jordan but diplomatic 
advices reaching Beirut and 
elsewhere via embassy radios 
reported troops loyal to Jordan's 
King Hussein were in effective 
control of Amman, the Capital. 


The 
diplomatic 
dispatches 


said, however, there bad been 
fighting in scattered sections of 
the city before Majali's order 
was broadcast. 


Heavy black smoke was visi- 


ble over Jebel El Ashrafiya in 
Amman's southeastern suburbs, 
where an oil supply dump ap- 
parently had been hit, the ad- 
vices said. 


The U.S. Embassy in Amman 


had no recent report on the situ-
